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Architects design homes* office buildings and even things 
like bridges and parks. They plan structures that are useful 
and safe for people as well as nice to look at. They 
decide what materials structures will be built with. 
They draw detailed drawings called blueprints, often 
with the help of drafters.

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Assemblers put things together in a factory. They 
may put together just part of a finished product, or 
they may build the whole product themselves.
